TILDEN’S OLD GAME. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tom, Nov. 6.—Goyv. Tilden has been 
again detected in making preparations to get an 
early count of the vote of this city and State, 
as he did in 1868. It is stated that he has per- 
sonally appointed two men for every election 
district in the State to find out as close as pos- 
sible how their district would vote, blanks for 
which purpose had been sent them, and with 
orders to telegraph the result to Mr. Tilden 
personally before or at the closing of the polls. 
The Democratic Inspectors of each election dis- 
trict had been provided with a blank at the 
top of which was placed in juxtaposition a copy 
of the indorsement on the back of each Electoral 
ticket showing the difference in the type in 
which the indorsement was printed. Care had 
been taken to print the Democraticindorsements 
in a very different style of type from that ordi- 
narily used or likely to be used by the Repub- 
licans, 80 that the Democratic Inspectors could 
tell at a glance how each man voted 
by simply looking at the tickets as 
they lay on the ballot-boxes, before 
being deposited therein. In this way, by 
keeping tally, the result could be known with 
almost official exactness before the polls closed, 
and Mr. Tilden would thus know within a few 
hundred his precise majority in New York 
County before a single vote had been counted. 
Ballot-box stuffing in the city is impossible, but 
it js feared that in some of the strong Demo- 
cratic country districts the same fraud once pos- 
sible here will be employed.

This last move of Bismarcx’s is a master- 
stroke of policy.

The only danger that threatens the German 
Empire is this alliance, and so far as human 
skill can go he has averted it.

This conclusion is sustained by another view 
which I have taken of the question submitted. 
You do not state in your communication whether 
or not a commission was issued to Dr. McVickar, 
but I infer that none was. | 

It is provided in Sec. 5, Art. VI., of the charter 
that all officers clected or appointed under this 
act (except Clerks, Aldermen, Mayor, and Trus- 
trees) shall be commissioned by warrant onder the 
corporate seal, signed by the Clerk and the Mayor, 
or presiding officer of the City Council or Board of 
Trustees.” This is like that provision of the 
Constitution of the United States which provides 
that the President shall commission all officers 
of the United States, construing which several of 
the Attorneys-General have held that the title toa 
Federal office is not complete until the commission 
has been signed by the President, and even then, if 
the office is such that the incumbentis removable 
at the will of the President, that the commission 
may be withheld. and the legal title to the office will 
not vest in the officiate. (4 Op. Att-Gen., 217; 12 
Op. Att-Gen., 304.) The Supreme Court of the 
United States, in Marbury vs. Madison, 1 Cranch, 
137, has held the law to be as above stated. The 
reasoning is that the issuance of the commission is 
one and an essential step in the appointment, and 
that in cases of officers removable by the Execnu- 
tive, there is a locus penitentiea uhtil delivery of 
the commission. I think that, Inasmuch as the 
Mayor has the power to remove officers appointed 
by him, the above citation of law is applicable in 
such cases, and that no commission having issued 
to Dr. MeVickar, his title to the office of mis- 
oe of — > — —— (if there were no 
ot ground for the opinion) never became perfect, 
and that said office is vacant. 

As to the validity of the acts performed by Dr.

M. C. Hickey, having had the same under 
advisement, respectfuliy report that having had 
instructions from his Honor the Mayor to proceed 
with the investigation at once and in the most 
thorough manner, have, after carefully weighing 
the evidence as to its general import and the 
character of the persons appearing before us, con- 
claded to recommend his removal, believing that 
the best interests of the city ‘demand that our 
Chief of Pelice should be above suspicion. The 
evidence taken before your Committee was written 
in full by a short-uand reporter and herewith sub- 
mitted.

The Alderman explained how it was that the 
Committee had determined to proceed with the 
investigation instead of reporting a special com- 
mittee for the purpose. They had been accused 
of listening to all kinds of hearsay statements, 
but he wished to say that,inso doing, they hoped 
to trace the rumors to their source, and see on 
what foundation they rested. They had cer- 
tainly prosecuted the inquiry with no malicious 
intent.

Consolation for Depositors in the 
Marine Bank. 


The Globe Insurance Company---A Bill 
for Specific Performance. 


Record of Judgments and New Suits--- 
Bankruptcy Business. 


An important suit has been on trial for the 
last two days which was concluded yesterday 
before Judge Rogers. It was brought by H. 
A. Bromley against James Goodwin, a stock- 
holder of the defunct Marine Company, to re- 
cover under a liability created by the charter of 
the Company. Sec. 10 of that charter proviqes 
substantially that the stockholders shall be 
individually liable for all deposits made while 
they are stockholders in the savings or trust de- 
partment of the Company, and that this 
liability shall continue for six months 
after they have transferred their stock. 
Mr. Bromley had a \ certificate of 
deposit for $12,000 in the savings department of 
the Marine Company, and, failing to collect that 
amount from the bank, he brought suit against 
Mr. Goodwin, a responsible stockholder. The 
case was given to the jury yesterday afternoon, 
the Judge charging them that the defendant 
was liable if he held stock. The defense was 
that the charter was unconstitutional, and that 
the bank had exceeded its powers in some re- 


spects. 

Just the same questions were raised about 
ten days ago in the case of 
H. <A. Bromley vs. Jerome Beecher, 


before ng Booth, and the jury found 
in favor of the plaintiff, for $1,200. is de- 
cides the principle as far as the Circuit Court is 
concerned, and, unless the Supreme Court over- 
rules the case, a number of other suits 
of like character -will be begun by trust- 
ing depositors to recover a part of 
their earnings which were swallowed up 
in the benevolent fraud known as the Marine 
Company, which seems to have been a near kins- 
man to the Ocean accounts of Briggs in the 
Franklin Bank. Several suits of thig 
are now pending undetermined, the above men- 
tioned case before Judge Booth being the first 
which has been decided. 

BILL FOR SPECIFIC PERFORMANCE. 

Robert D. Sheppard filed a bill yeste 
the Circuit Court against Levi 13 asking 
for a specific performance of a cUntract.

is very hopeful of the Indian situation. He 
says: Since the victory of Miles we feel that 
the war and its results are mainly determined. 
It is only a question of time, as, in fact, it was 
from the beginning; but we will have that coun- 
try so safe that no white citizen need be afraid 
to enter it. We will elear the {ndians from the 
land much faster than the settlers can fill it up. 
The autumn campaign was satisfactory and suc- 
cessful as the circumstances warranted. The 
campaign has been energetic enough, and a 
great number of the Indians have laid down 
their arms. The others will soon be 
so. They will never 
have a chance to make so much trouble again, 
for our treatment of them will be different in 
the future. We must be more rigorous, and 
end our leniency toward them in many wa 
Those of them who surrender at the Indian 
Agencies now are not only deprived of their 
arms, but also of the opportunity of beginning 
fresh belligerencies. We are moving upon them 
now in four columns. There is only one body 
of them remaining, and their number can’t be 
very large. Miles took 500 tents, which must have 
comprised about 2,000 Indians. We shall pusn 
things as rapidly as possible, and if it takes all 
through the winter, and even the following 
summer, we will dog them till they succumb. 
At times we must have been somewhat incon- 
venienced, but we shall manage to do well 
enough with our present force if no greater de- 
mand is made upon us.
